The consent of Gen. Jackson to become a 
candidate for the second term, has violated his 
solemn and repeated pledge to his party, that 
he would serve hut four years, and thus estab¬ 
lish a salutarv precedent, which would apply 
the axe to the very root of political corruption. 
Nothing could have been mo e emphatic and 
solemn than his declarations on this point; and 
nothing more ardent and zealous than our at¬ 
testations of its importance Experience has 
sadly shewn, to what dangerous corruptions 
and abuse of the executive patronage a desire 
for re election had often carried the most 
well meaning of our Chief Magistrates; a re- 
election in which the great body of the people 
took no active part:—a re-election supported 
chiefly from mcroenary motives by n paid band 
of rapacious office holders; clamorous for the 
continuance of their pay audacious in their 
deportment insulting to the people—and reck¬ 
less of the consequences of their cupidity Ex¬ 
perience had al<-o proved that it not only warp¬ 
ed the integrity of the President but destroyed 
his independence, impaired his vigor, and dis¬ 
tracted his attention;—-his solieilude being di¬ 
rected from his country to Imusclf, and the 
public interest sacrificed to personal ambition, 
it was found even to eontaminate our morals, 
and corrupt the public pres-; -the eagerness

It wasquelled on that day w ithout an vgreat i 
injury to either party, the negroes retreat- 1 
ing, into the tow n for sheite-. On Monday j 
Evening, however about 3 o'clock it [ 
was renewed in consequence oi some 
new provocation when a conflict 
ensued ot so violent a nature that the 
citizens of New market an l its vicinity 
were eo ■ pelied to interfere, who after a 
vigorous and obstinate resistance, suc¬ 
ceeded in dispersing the Ti ish and captur¬ 
ing about twenty of the ring leaders. The 
dispersed party, however, having recruit¬ 
ed their torecs until they numbered near¬ 
ly 400 individuals, inarche I into the 
town torthe purpose of rescuing bv force 
the captured persons.

CHLORIDE OF LIME. 

The following hints, if practised upon 
by families in the thickly inhabited parts 
a I of the town, will infallibly preserve their 
health and comfort: 

1. Always keep a supply of chloride 
of lime on baud. 

2. Burn all your kitchen offal of, fish, 
flesh, fowl and vegetable, instead of 
throwing them into the street, or treasur¬ 
ing them up to feed the pig °f some fa¬ 
vorite acquaintance of the cook.
